Enthusiastic Meetings in San Francisco and 
San Diego—San Bernardino also , 
Sends tirceting.

San Francisco, March 4.—The anti- 


San Dixco, March 4.—Business was 


suspended here at 2 rp. m. and the peo- 
ple turned out en masse in response to 
a call of the Chamber of Commerce to 
take action on the Chinese bill. 8. Levi, 
President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, called the meeting to order. 
Hon. E. T, Blackmer was chosen Pres- 
ident and Dr. David Cave Secretary. 
The meeting was addressed by M1. 
Blackmer, Judge M. A. Luce, Hon. W. 


Chinese demonstration this afternoong W. Bowers, Wallace Leach and E. W. 


was on & nd scale. Long before 
the hour fixed, Platt’s Hall was packed 
with the best citizens, while a crowd of 
probably thirty thousand surged about 
the stands erected on Montgomery and 
Pine streets. The hall was beautifully 
_ decorated for the occasion with the na- 
tional colors. At 2 o’clock the meet 
ing was called to order by Jacob 8. 
Taber, President of the Board of Trade, 
who read a long list of Vice-Presidents, 
composed of the leading citizens in 
every department of , business, includ- 
~ing all the judges of the United States 
and Siate courts. In a few words Mr. 
Taber introduced Mayor Blake as the 
officer. Mr. Blake spoke 
riefly, dwelling upon the importance 
of appealing to the good judgment and 
sense of propriety of the nation. After 
a short address by Hon. Philip A. 
Roach, W. E. Sheridan, the actor, read 
Governor Perkins’ proclamation ap- 
pointing a legal holiday and a letter 
expressing the inability of the Gov- 
ernor to be present and his entire 
sympathy with the demonstration. 
The Chairman read the following dis- 
patch from Governor Kincaid of Ne- 
vada: “Nevada unites with your pec- 
ple to-day. Meetings will be held in 
all towns of this State to give expres- 
sion to popular opinion.” Mr. Sheri- 
dan then read the resolutions prepared 
for the occasion. The preamble recites 
the ruinous consequences of Chinese 
immigration and concludes: “The 
people of San Francisco in general 
mass meeting assembled do thereture 
solemnly reiterate and reaflirm the 
unanswered and unanswerable argu- 
ments heretofore made in their previ- 
ous petitions to Congress for relief, 
and they further respectfully urge that 
time and experience have but confirm- 
ed their a, prehensions as to the grave 
dangers tiiat would arise from uhre- 
stricted Chinese immigratio#w. It is 
therefore resolved, That laying aside 
all social and politicul distinctuons, we 
unite as one man, as one people, as 
loyal and law-abiding citizens of this 
‘republic, in urging upon Congress the 
absolute necessity for speedy and 
effective legislation pugsuant to the 
terms of the recent treaty with China 
restricting and controlling Chinese im- 
migration. Be it further resolved, 
That our Senators and Representatives 
from this Coast have our entire ap 
proval aud hearty and united support 
in their efforts to present this great 
question to the country_as of vital im- 
portance and deserving of immediate 
and favorable action on the part of 
the federal government. Be it further 
resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be telegraphed to our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress.” 
The resolutions were greeted with en- 
thusiasm and adopted. The Chairman 
then read a dispatch from Senator 
Farley expressing confidence in 
the passage of the anti-Chinese 
Bill. The meeting was then addressed 
by Judge J.8. Hager, M. M. Estee, 
Irving M.-Scott, Paul Neuman, John 
F. Swift, ex-Treaty Commissioner to 
China; Wm. T. Coleman, Horace Davis, 
George Flornay, Dr. J. C. Shorb, Rev.

‘The speeches were characterized by 
moderation and dignity of tone and 
calm argument, reviewing in a number 
of cases the positions tuken by the 
opponents of the measure now before 
Congress. During the meeting a pro- 
cession of working men escorting a 
number of children in a wagon bearmg 
the motto, * Shall our boys and girls 
or Chinamen have California ?”. passed’ 
through the crowd on Montgomery 
street, and was received with applause. 
The demonstration throughout was 
conducted with the greatest decorum‘ 
becoming to the deliberate expression 
of the sentiment of all classes of the 
city irrespective of business or politics. 
\Business was closed, for the day, and 
the observance of the holiday was 
geveral. Dispatches are pouring in 
from the interior showing that similar 
demonstrations ‘have been held 
throughout California and Nevada.

fellow-citizens in the Eustern States 
who have not the knowledge of expe- 
rience in this matter to give heed to 
our urgent appeal for restriction.

A Sensible Article on the Chinese 
Question. . 

Wasnineton, March 4.—The Na- 
tional Republican among its editorial 
paragraphs to-day has the following: 
Almost the entire population of the 
Pacitic Slope, including the clergy, the 
literati, the churches and the leading 
men and women of every walk of life 
are hostile to Chinese immigration. 
This fact is sufficient to outweigh the 
arrulous gush of sentimentalists who 
have no practical knowledge of the 
subject. The christians and philan- 
thropists of California are quite as 
likely to be right in the matter that 
lies at their doors as their brethren 
three or four thousand miles away. 
The Chinese are the only class of immi- 
grants who compete directly with the 
working women of the United States 
in the few occupations by which a poor 
and unlearned woman may.earn bread 
for herself or herchildren.”’

Governor HKinkead on the Chinese. 


San Francisco, March 4th.— 
A Reno dispatch says that Governor 
John H. Kinkead, of Nevada, issued a 
proclamation last night in which he 
expressed the earnest hope that all cit- 
izens.of that State will unite with those 
of California and Oregon in giving full 
expression to their views on the subject 
of Chinese immigration, and will urge 
upon Congress the importance of speedy 
and favorable action on the bill now 
before that body. He concludes by 
saying: “The practical unanimity of 
the vote on the question at the last 
election in Nevada justifies me in ex- 
pecting a prompt and enthusiastic re- 
sponse to the call.” 


SAN FRANCISCO DEMONSTRATION,

SAN BERNARDINO JOINS THE THRONG. 


San BERNARDINO, March 4.—In re- 
sponse to the request of Mayor Blake,

VACCINATION—THE OTHER SIDE. 


Heniry 
the vaccination doctors and theory, and 
makes a terrible showing against the 
Jenner theory, which he characterizes 
as “‘that hideous monstrosity.”’ It is 
probably another case of disagreement, 
and we do not propose to solve the rid- 
dle of ‘‘who shall decide when doctors 
disagree?’’ and we allude to it only 
because we find Bergh’s remarks in the 
very respeetable company of the North 
American review, which circumstance 
will certainly entitle them to a hearing. 

Among other authorities Bergh quotes 
Verde de Lisle, a French writer, who 
says: ‘Vaccination has caused mental 
and physical degeneration of the hu- 
man species; diminished men’s stature ; 
incapacitated them for the fatigues of 
military service, or even the exercise 
of dancing.’’ Now this is a terribly 
rough blow at a theory the medical fac- 
ulty have almost unanimously voted is 
the cure-all as a prevention to fatality 
in cases of smallpox. And if De Lisle 
has been behind the curtain he may 
know more of the ways of the medicos 
than we, their unwilling subjects, who 
will sympathize with a quotation from 
Dr. Bigelow of Massachusetts: ‘I am 
- certain that the unbiased opinion of 
most medical men of science and sound 
jadgment and long experience is, that 
the amount of death and disease in the 
world woyld be less if all disease were 
left to itself." Bigelow is Shakspearian 
and would ‘‘throw physic to the dogs."’ 

Bergh asserts that Jenner ‘‘inflicted 
upon the human race one of the most 
grievous injuries the world has ever 
experienced,”’ And to prove this in 


part he draws upon the statistics of the 


epidemic. He says since 1853, and 


while vaccination has been the order of 


the day, there have been three epidem- 
ics of smallpox in Great Britain, viz: 


Date. Deaths 


The increase of population between the 
first and the second epidemic was seven 
per cent. The increase in smallpox 
mortality was nearly fifty per cent. Be- 
tween the second and third epidemics, 
the population increased ten per cent. 
and the smallpox mortality one hundred 
and twenty per cept! — 

Vaccination, says Bergh, spreads dis- 
ease. Among other testimony he 
quotes from the Vaccination Inquirer 
of London:—‘*‘A company of French 
soldiers were vaccinated last December 
—fifty-eight of them by the regimental 
doctor, from a Spanish child. In a few 
days the whole of them, without excep- 
tion, were infected with a horrible 
nameless disease.’’ 


Mr. Bergh’s conclusion is not hopeful 
for the human family to be rid of the 


dangerous practice of vaccination, for 


though many physicians in their con- 
sciences disapprove of the practice 


they dare not give expression to their’ 


honest judgment, for fear of being os- 


tracised by their fellow men. If ‘‘this 


is true ‘tis pity, and pity ‘tis ‘tis true.’’ 


Bergh’s article should lead to an effort. 


to obtain more light on the very impor- 
tant subject of which he treats. 


SUNDAY READING. 


We continue some selections from 
the. article on the christian religion, 
from which we published extracts last 
Sunday. ‘The writer would combat the 
idea somewhat prevalent, and which, 
of course, is the only animus of the op- 
position to christianity, that it is, per 
se, a bane, adamage. The cruel deeds 
of tyrants are often quoted as reasons 
why we should not support the religion 

_of the Bible, and it cannot be denied 
that religion has been the occasion of 
incaleulable suffering. We would cite 
the European wars of the seventeenth 
century, which had their origin largely 
in religious dissension. But remem- 
bering the other side of the picture, to 
cite these circumstances against chris- 
tianity is not just. These evils only 
prove how deeply plantedin the human 
breast is the reverence for some re- 
ligious system. To ignore the beauti- 
ful in religion ‘because evil has come to 
the world through the fanaticism of a 
few believers ‘would be no more 
sensible, than trying to get rid of the 
nervous system because of our afflic- 

tiofis from sciatica and neuralgia? Ap- 
ply the same sort of reasoning, which is 
used against religion to the passion of 
love as between the sexes. Who can 
measure the agony of which it has been 
the occasion—the corroding jealousies, 
the frantic rage, abiding rancour, adul-. 
teries, self. murder and sanguinary 

wars? To argue that religion is a 
curse is like contending that domestic 
life and human government are a curse. 
And the writer closes his argument on 
this point with the following well put, 
questions: ‘‘What is there bed in re-_ 


» 


‘ts funning 6 tilt against 
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ligion? Religion is love to God and 
men. Whatmore is required by re- 
ligion but ‘Todo justly and to love 
merey, and to walk humbly with thy 
TopeN®! God?’ This is religion, even according 


‘| to an Old Testament definition. Is this 


harmful to the individual who practices |: 
it? Is it hurtful toa neigborhood or to 
a civil community? Woulgpit be bad 
for farmers, merchants, artisans, for 
young. people or old people, or any 
other class? Are penitence for evil 
doing, trust in a Heavenly Father who 
is more willing to bless than is an 
earthly parent, the conforming of one’s 
life to the purest example, in which 
righteousness and love are perfect and 
perfectly blended, mischievous? Is it 
mischievous to resist temptation and to 
pray to God for help in the conflict, and 
for aid in becoming unselfish? Yet 
these are essential ingredients in 
practical christianity, and christianity 
has nothing in it incompatible with 
them, but everything else in chris- 
tianity is auxiliary to them.”’ 

‘The Old Testament is mainly a history 
of the idolatrous nations of the olden 
time. But among them lived the Jews, 
and to the latter were the Command- 
ments given. Christianity sprung up 
among the Jews. Religion was the one 
absorbing idea and interest of that peo- 
ple as. it never has been of any other. 
The Son of Man is the Son of David. 
And the spirit of kindness and love 
that pervades the Sermon on the Mount 
has its parallel in the Jewish customs 
and manners of olden times. Of the 
Bible nations the Jew alone left in his 
field the sheaf of grain for the gleaner, 


for the needy. 

Christianity came into the world with 
anew commandment, ‘‘to love one an- 
other.” It brought in the principle of 
the brotherhood of man. It broke down 
the barriers of country and clan. It 
galhered the Greek and barbarian, the 
rich and the poor, the freeman and the 
slave, about the Lord’s table, where all 
differences were merged in a fraternal 
unity. The Christian churches were 
eleemosynary societies. They dispensed 
alms with an open hand to their own 
poor and to the needy about them. 


Concluding our extracts for to-day we 


charge that religion is a bane may be 
submitted. Let.any one imagine the 


-| best and most faithful Christian, meas- 


ured by the New Testament standard, 
whom he knows, to be deprived of his 
religion altogether, or even of such ele- 
ments in it as are the exclusive result 
of the Gospel, and then let him ask 
himself if his manhood would be im- 
proved by the change, and if his influ- 
ence inthe aggregate would be for the 
better. Then let the same person im- 


ped of the churches, hospitals, schools, 
the customs of private prayer and 
household religious teachings—stripped 
in a word, of all beliefs, habits, feel- 
ings, institutions, laws, so far as their 
origin is due to the Gospel of Christ as 
taught in the New Testament, and then 
let him, igguire of himself whether the 
change would be salutary, or whether, 
in case the Gospel had not borne these 
fruits, anything else equally desirable 
would have grown up in the room of 
them. Let him make up the account, 
putting in the column opposite to the 
benefits of Christianity whatever of evil 
he thinks has come from it, or would 
have been prevented without it. Let 
him make the calculation for himself, 
and render an honest verdict.

The want of public parks, places of 
relaxation where the multitudes who 
throng the streets may repair for a 
breathing spell, will be“ seriously felt 
in the after years of this city if they 
are not now provided. What more en- 
joyable in strolling about a cjty than to 
come upon an oasis of cheerful green 
in the desert of bricks and mortar. “TH 
relaxes the tension of the whole frame | H 
of man, itis restful, it adds to life’s 
pleasures, it’ makes the world seem 
more bright and beautiful, and even 
adds days toa man’s life. The pro- 
vision for such parks have been seri- 
ously neglected, and every year such 


probability of their being provided and 
the difficulties and expense of procurigg 
suitable grounds are vastly increased. 
The Times would suggest the propriety 
of condemning the property whereon 
now stands the curse of the city— 
Chinatown—and enlarge the plaza in 
front of the Pico House so as to include 
all that. portion. Los Angeles street 
there becomes very wide, much wider 
than the demands of businegs require, 
and at least an acre or two of ground, 
in a triangular shape, could be availed 
of for the purposes of a park. It 
would be a splendid investment for the 
city, even if a costly one.

MASS MEETING. 


Over Three Thousand People in Mass 
Meeting Last Night. 


Eloquent Speeches by the Best Speakers of the 
City—The Question Considered in 
all its Phases. 


Yesterday being a day set apart by 
Governor Perkins as a holiday and for the 
purpose of giving expression to the 
opinion of the Chinese bill now before 
Congress, the old.cry ‘‘The Chinese must 
go’’ was the general topic of conversation 
on the streets. Not only in Los Angeles 
but in every town and hamlet in the State 
did this absorbing question bring forth 
the opinion of every man who has the in- 
terest of the glorious State of California 
at heart. 

Several days ago the officers of both 
political parties in San Francisco issued a 
request that the officers of the county 
committees all over the State should call 
mass meetings, and a meeting was accord- 
ingly called in thig city, which brought 


out a concourse of about three thousand 
people last evening. Bonfires were in or- 
der, and the city band played several 
national airs. The Eagle Corps furnished 
acannon and gun powder. The second 
shot from the big gun brought down the 
house, that is it smashed every windew in 
the neighborhood. 


MEETING CALLED TO ORDER. 


J. De Barth Shorb called the meeting 
to order and stated the cause of the meet- 
ing and read the call published by the 
Times yesterday morning. General Mans- 
field was elected president and made a 
few telling remarks and W.D. Stephenson 
was elected secretary. The names of 
forty vice presidents were read by the 

J.D. Lynch, D. M. Berry, 8. J. Mathes, 
and P. W. Dooner were appointed a com- 
mittee on regolutions. 

dudge Brunson was introduced and 
said that it was useless to discuss the 
question as it was a well known topic be- 
fore the people. He referred to the vote 
in 1879, when the citizens rose in a body 
and said ghat the Chinese immigration 
must stop. *What the people have met 
here foris to pass resolutions and send 
them to Congress, showing the feelings of 
the people.”’ He believed the time had 
come for the people to show Congress 
that the people were in earnest and in- 
tended to getrid of the heathen at any 
cost. He referred to the criminals sent 
over here from the Flowery Kingdom by 
the thousands, and said that the curse of 
Chinese labor was much worse than the 
African slavery of afew years ago. This 
universal brotherhood of man he believed 
was out of the question. ‘‘What we 
want is 

SELF-PROTECTION. 
Col. J. J. Ayers of the Evening Express 
said the phn rity of the State had been 
kept back at least twenty years on account 
of the Chinese immigration. He referred 
to the steady and gigantic growth of the 
curse and said that the time had now 
come when the people should do all in 
their power to get protection from Con- 
gress, ‘“‘for,’’ said he, ‘there will be a 
strong fight made against our interests by 
some of the hot-héaded fellows in Wash- 
ington.’’ He referred to the Chinese set- 
tlements in every town and city in the 
State, and said that the white citizens of 
California wanjed the country for them- 
selves, and ‘‘it is not right that we should 
be overrun by these heathen bloodsuckers. 
We want citizens who will be citizens in 
ce and soldiers in war.’’ He concluded 
y calling upon the citizens of Los An- 
geles to stand up for protection against 
the Chinese immigrants. 
Judge Widney called attention to the 
subject now befure the entire State, and 
said that. it was not to convince the 
people of the West of the evils of Chinese 
immigration, ‘‘for they are already con- 
vinced. Itis the people of the tern 
States whom we want to put this question 
before in its true form, so they can help 
us in our struggle. He believed that 
when the Chinese or any other people be- 
gan to come to this country in 


SUCH NUMBERS 


That they interfere with the prosperity of 
the country it was time to stop them, 
‘and that time has come.” 

Ex-Governor Downey was next intro- 
duced and said: . 


‘*It would seem that Providence and 
Science conspired to discover this blessed 
continent, and that the inspiration has 
continued in the generations of bold and 
good men who from time to time came 
hither to plant seeds of freedom and estab- 
lish the political and religious freedom of | 
man. * * * * * 

‘‘The great founderis of the Republic 
had clearly in view the happiness of a 
white race, and they left no doubt on 
the subject, for in good, substantial, 
Anglo Saron they expressed their in- 
tention and provided the inheritance. 
It is for us to perpetuate it, and future 
generations will not hold us blameless if 
we fritter it away. /We mean no harsh 
treatment to Chinese. We wish to treat 
those that are here now with all the hu- 
manity that is characteristic of an enlight- 
ened and Christian people, and we sin- 
cerely desire for them all the happiness 
that a good government can give them at 
home. We simply wish to declare to the 
world that their present civilization unfits 
them to occupy the industry of this Re- 
public. It is unwise, unsafe, not judicious, 
to have them come in unlimited numbers. 
We consider the condition of any count 
unhappy which has no fellow feeling wit 
the men who perform its labor. We con- 
sider that it is 8, aarp for this State 
ever to progress so long as 130,000 Chinese 
send out of it $390,000,000, the result of 
their labor, speculation and traffic. It is 
impossible. It is the modest earnings and 
productions of the poor that enrich us as 
anation. The rich men and corporations
